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Tas Work contains the original Poetical Writings of r14 different Authers, together with 
the moſt approved Tranſlations of the Claſſical Greek and Letin Peet. — lo the Works of 
cach Author is prefixed a Biographical and Critical Preface, by Ronexr Axpznzow, M. D. 
who has with great care corrected the inaccuracies of former Biographers, and collected 
many faQs relative to the Life and Writings of the Authors, which have never before been 
concentered. 


The Poetical Works of every Author inſerted in the London Edition 1790, are included 
in this. Beſides the four firſt Volumes, which are compoſed of twenty Authors who wrote 
prior to the period at which the London Edition commences, the Works of twenty-vine 
different Writers are included in the later Volumes, not given in the Edition of the Evgliſh 
Poets 1790; and even to the Works formerly brought forward, many picces have been col- 
lected and added by the preſent Editor, which were omitted in ſormer Collections. The 
original Poetry has been ſeparated ſrom the Poetical Tranſlations of each Author; and the 
XIIich, which is a Suppiementary Volume, is compoſe entirely of Poetical Tranſlations, 
which have not been given in any former publication of this kind. It is here unneceſſary to 
ſpecify the particular Authors, whoſe Works have been now for the firſt time iacluded in a 
Collection of Claſſical Engliſh Poetry, as a Lift of the Authors is prefixtd, .and the me- 
rits of many of the Writers now for the firſt time introduced, are re ſufficiently known and 
acknowledged. 


From the Works of the Authors contained, in the XIth Volume, it was intended only 
to have given Selections. As the Editor proceeded, however, he was not only induced to 
include all the poems of each Author ſound in any one Edition of his Works, but to glean 
from different Editions, and from the Periodical Publications, all that has been aſcribed - 
to each, The Collection of the Poctical Works of every Author is thus rendered com- 
plete. But this, with the length of the Biographical Prefaces, has ſwelled the XIth at 
leaſt one half beyond the average thickneſs of the other Voiumes;—on wich account, it 
has become neceſſary to fix the price of this Volume at 16s, in Boards. 


The ſuperior advantages of this ColleQion will readily occur. While the Works of above 
doubie the number of Authors contained in any former collection, are included in it, it 
is offercd at little more than half the price of any of the former Editions. It might, how. 
ever, be reudered yet more perſed, by the addition of two more Volumes, the one of Tranſ- 
lations, the other of Fugitive Pieces ; which it is the intention of the Proprietors forthwith 
to bring forward; and it will be in the option of Purchaſers to add them to their Collec. 
tion, which would thus be rendered nearly a complete Poetical Library. 


As the Proprietors have prevailed upon Da. AnDzxs0N to reviſe and enlarge the Ac. 
counts of the Authors, for ſeparate publication, any information for this purpoſe will de 
thankfully received.
